Three breaks occurred south of 
Memphis today. The first levee to 
collapse was ‘‘24-mile post,” 16 miles 
Ark. The flood 
'breeched the embankment early this 
Late in the afternoon the 
levee at Laconia, 60 miles below Hele- 
na, went out and tonight the levee 
gave way at Henrico, near Laconia. 
The water is pouring rapidly over sev- 
eral hundred square miles of rich 
‘farming Jands. 

By tomorrow it is anticipated La- 
; conia rcle will be completely inun- 
dated, robably water from the tw 
Behar fy: will join, flooding the en- 
itire southern half of Phillips county, 
in which is Helena, and all of Desha 
eounty. The overflow will find its 
way back into the Mississippi through 
White river. 
Inhabitants of the flooded territory 
had ample warning. No loss of life is 
anticipated. Property loss, however, 
will be heavy, but an accurate esti- 
mate of the damage obviously cannot 
be made at this time. Few crops have 
been planted and, as far as farming 
land is concerned. the abatement of 
the flood will leave them richer De- 
cause of the food's deposits. 

Railroads Out of Commission. 

Railroads entering Memphis through 
Arkansas from the west, the St. Louis, 
Iron Monutain and Southern, the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, the St. Louis 
Southwestern, and Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific, went out of commis- 
sion today. Water coming through 
the breaks at Wyanoke and St. Claire 
has submerged the tracks and washed 
away the rails in a dozen places, Other 
railroads entering Memphis are ope- 
rating with only slightly disarranged 
schedules. 


SOME STRIKING PICTURES 
IN THE FLOODED AREAS 


Memphis, Tenn., April 7.—In the wide 
stretches of the Mississippi's floeded 
acres tonight there are three striking 
pictures. The northernmost is in the 
500 square miles of the Reelfoot Lake 
country of Tennessee, where 2,000 or 
more persons have been driven from 


’ their homes by the smashing of a Mis- 


sissippi levee in southwestern Ken- 
tucky. In this district thousands of 
acres of fertile fields are under water. 
Scores of persons who have refuesd to 
desert their homes now are imprisoned 
in upper floors and on roofs of flood- 
menaced houses. 

A few miles south in Arkansas three 
counties are under water. From this 
rich “bottom” country hundreds of 
farmers and villages have been driven. 
Flood waters swept over the fertile 
fields and thriving villages last night, 
with the breaking of the levee on the 
Arkansas side north of Memphis. 

Rescued From Trees. 

Today great numbers of persons 
marooned on roofs of houses and in 
trees have been been taken out of the 
flooded district in boats. Probably 
many more water-imprisoned are in 
imminent peril There are not boats 
enough to perform the rescue work re- 
quired. Three counties—Crittenden, 
Poinsett and Cross—are flooded. 

The scene south Of these points im- 
presses one with the might of a giant 
stream on rampage. Homes that once 
marked the center of rich “bottom” 
farms now float in a torrent that can- 
not be stayed. Bits of wreckage float- 
ing along in the tawny tide reflect the 
extent of the damage in the valley 
above. 

From the standpoint of the northern 
dweller, a picture of a Mississippi val- 
ley flood is best expressed in figures 
of possible life loss and statistics tell- 
ing of the number of square miles 
inundated. To the valley plantation 
owner, a different picture presents it- 
self. 

With him, inundation of his farm by 
a torrent from the river overflow 
means erasion of his acres, set-back of 
his crop and loss of labor. 

Died to Save Mules, 

To the small farmer and 
the coming of the flood means flight. 
Hundreds of such persons have refused, 
however, to leave their homes; and in 
many instances such cases have been 
dealt with through force. The maroon- 
ed on housé-tops are compelled to take 
to barges, and are sent to places of 
safety. There have been reports of 
fatalities among “poor whites’ and ne- 
groes who risked their lives to save 
their mules. 

Attempts to “cover” the story along 
the streten of levees from south Mis- 
souri and Illinois to Arkansas have in- 
volved many personal risks by news- 
paper correspondents. 

One of the most daring exploits was 
successfully essayed by a young cor- 
respondent who floated on a log on the 
crest of the tide when the levee broke 
at Hickman. He made his way to Tip- 
tonville, Tenn,, then telephoned the 
story of the flight from the Reelfoot 
country to Memphis. 

Another news writer, a pretty young 
woman of Hickman, Ky., half swam, 
half waded, in imminent peril, to get 
from her home to the long-distance 
telephone in order that the first definite 
story of the rescue of a thousand per- 
sons at Dorena, Mo., might reach the 
outside world.

Saved Scores of Lives. 

The planter’s wife managed to ge’ 
her children away in safety while her 
husvand raced with the flood, warning 
farmers out of the tide’s patch.

HE ASKS POWER 
OVER COMBINES 


Herbert Knox Smith Urges the 
Establishment of Perma- 
nent Bureau. 


Washington, April 7.—In his annual 
report, Herbert Knox Smith, commis- 
sioner of corporations, says: 

“The actual dissolution of two great 
corporate combinations, ordered by the 
supreme court in the Standard Oil 
Company and American Tobacco Com- 
pany cases, has thrust forward the 
whole problem of our policy toward in- 
dustrial corporations. If it was not 
Plain before, it is certainly clear now 
that the federal government must have 
a permanent administrative office 
through which to supervise interstate 
corporate business. 4 

“Two great’ restraints may be im- 
posed upon business. One is the auto- 
matic regulator, competition; the other, 
direct governmental intervention. 

“Whatever shall be our ultimate pol- 
icy, however, of enforcing competition, 
or of direct governmental regulation of 
business operations; or whet as is 
perhaps more likely, our policy will 
be a combinaition of these various 
principles, in any event such a perma- 
nent administrative system is a neces- 
Sary part of it. That system must 
have broad powers vf investigation, 
taking continuous cognizance of the 
operations of large industrial corpora- 
tions. 

“A convincing object lesson on the 
need of such administrative system is 
now before us. The American Tobacco 
Company and the Standard Oj] Com-

“Public interest requires that these 
two groups of companies and any oth- 
ers in like circumstances, should be at 
once obliged by law to submit to con- 
Stant inspection by a federal office or- 
ganized on lines similar to those sug- 
gested above. In these two cases, 
Which are but current examples of a 
Beneral principle, both public and pri- 
vate rights are involved. The public 
has no means of following the develop- 
ment of competition therein 
holders in those corporations—certain- 
ly, at least, those not ‘on the inside’— 
any means of judging the value of 
their holdings under the novel condi- 
tions now operative. 

“In short, under present conditions, 
as well as in whatever future course 
may hereafter be followed, a perma- 
nent administrative office will be ab- 
solutely necessary. The vast complex- 
ity of corporate business and i 
stantly changing conditions 
wholly impossible to enforce effective- 
ly any real system of restraint through 
the courts alone.

FOR MILITANT CHURCH 
DR. HOLDFRBY PLEADS 


Dr. A, R. Holderby drew some prac- 
tical lessons from the Resurrection

xv:25. 

Hie spoke in part as follows: 

"The resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead was the first step in 
his exaltation. God the Father was 
now about to fulfill His promise when 
He said, ‘Now, have I set My King 
upon My holy hill of Zion.’. The res- 
urrection of Jesus Was necessary to 
the fulfillmient of the promise. 

‘It was by His death and resurrec- 
tion He was qualified for His exalta- 
tion to the Meditorial throne. He must 
reach the crown by way of the cross 
and the tomb. In the light of history, 
sacred or profane, no man can deny 
the bodily resurrection of Jésus Christ 
from the dead. ‘For if Christ be not 
risen, thén is our faith vain.’ 

“Christianity stands or falls with the 
doctrine of the bodily resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Upon this fact depends 
His Meditorial Kingship. If He has 
risen, then is He King. If He has not 
risen then is He stripped of all power 
and all authority. 

“But it is true that Jesus has risen 
and that He has been exalted as Medi- 
torial King and that all power in 
heaven and earth has been given Him 
and that He shall reign until He hath 
put all enemies under His feet. We 
need not therefore fear tor the safety 
of the church. The enemiég of Christ 
are many and formidable’ and _ the 
church sometimes seems in jeopardy,

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SCOPE OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Few of the citizens of Atlanta grasp) 
the importance of the work being done | 
in this city along the lines of con- 
serving the wealth and health of At- 
lanta, through the department of 
health. 

In order to give some idea of the 
magnitude of this work, not only in 
Atlanta, ut throughout the entire 
country, the following interview is 
given by E. E. Rittenhouse, conserva- 
tion commissioner of The Equitable 
Life Assurance Society. Mr. Ritten- 
house is a guest of Atlanta, stopping 
Over here en route to New Orleans, 
where he will address the National 
Drainage Congress to assemble there 
April 10-13. While in Atlanta he will 
be entertained by F. W. Burr, mana- 
ger of The Equitable for Georgia, and 
will attend a banquet of Equitable 
agents given on Monday night at the 
Capital City Club, 

Race Suicide Problem, 

Mr. Rittenhouse says: 

“Dr. Claude A. Smith, of the Atlanta 
health department, made the conserva- 
tive statement that Atlanta lost last 
year 1,341 of its citizens from pre- 
ventable disease. 

“This. is the real race suicide prod- 
lem. We have no right to demand 
an increase in the birth rate while we 
are needlessly destroying lives at such 
a rate. 

“The preventable death rate in At- 
lanta is no worse than it is in many 
cities with similar conditions, and it is 
much less than in some. Moreover, 
Atlanta has made remarkable progress 
in conserving the health of the peo- 
ple, but the advance in the’ applica- 
tion of well-known sanitary and pre- 
ventive methods, and in education 
upon this subject is so rapid that in 
ten or fifteen years the people of this 
city will look back upon the scope of 
thelr present publie health activities 
as very limited indeed. 

“Over 650,000 people are annually 
sacrificed in this country to ignorance 
and neglect. Using Dr. Smith’s esti- 


{mate of Atlanta's share in this life 


using $1,000 as the pro- 
of a human life, the 
economic loss to this city was $1,341,- 
000 last year. But aside from the 
economic loss is it not extraordinary 
that our people are s0 calm and con- 
tented with this appalling destruction 
of life? 
Would Be Panic-Stricken. 

“If Atlanta was called upon to face 
thie sacrifice of over 1,300 ‘'ves on one 
day of the year. the people would be 
panic-stricken. ‘They would open their 
hearts and their purses to the full 
limit to prevent qa recurrence of such 
a dreadful calamity. But inasmuch as 
this needless destruction of human 
life is distributed over 365 days, they 
ignore it as they do elsewhere in this 
Ereat, prosperous high-civilized land 
of ours. 

“There are nearly a muilion people 
in the United afflicted with tuberculo- 
sis and spreading this deadly plague 
to others. There are doubtless 1,500 
of them right here in Atlanta, who, 
with few exceptions, are perpetuating 
the plague in this beautiful city. 

“Why should they not be placed un- 
der the rigid supervision of the pub- 
lic health authorities? Why should 
our cities not provide ample sanato- 
ria for the milder cases and hospitals 
for the advanced cases, where those 
who refuse or fail to observe the 
health regulations may be sent and 
prevented from spreading the infec- 
tion? 

“Of course thlig mould be annoying 
and in many instances cau®e great in- 
conventence to the victims ‘of the dis- 
ease, but what is that compared with 
the long wasting illness and untimely 


waste, and 
ductive . value 


death which their 
brings to athers? 
Why Not Do It at Once? 

“This course is sure to be taken 
sooner or later—-why not do it at once 
and save al] the misery and distress 
which is now being caused by this 
disease? 

“If it is a wise and necessary pub- 
lic function to protect property from 
fire and theft, to provide police to 
preserve the peace and enforce respect 
for the law, to provide schools and 
churches that our people May live in- 
telligent, productive and moral lives, is 
it not right that the community should 
adopt vigorous and effective methods 
to teach our people to live healthful 
lives? Liberty, property and educa- 
tion are excellent things, but a man 
must be alive to enjoy them. 

“Every city in the United States 
should have in its life-saving service a 
sufficient num!er of public health sta- 
tions to reach the people in/ every sec- 
tion. From here the inspection ser- 
vice and educational work could be 
carried on to better advantage than 
it is now. From these free health ex- 
aminations and diagnoses could be 
given to those who desire them to dis- 
cover disease in time to check or cure 
it, and from here, inspector-nurses 
could operate to educate ignorant and 
careless parents and check the exces- 
sive waste of infant life now going om 

“The census figures show that out 
of every hundred deaths in Atlanta 
27 are children under 5 years of age. 
The rate for white is 26; colored 39. 
The rate in the entire registration 
area of the United Stateg is 27. This 
rate appears very high and so it is, 
but there are 40 mining and manufac- 
turing communities in Pennsylvania, 
New York and New England where the 
rate is from 40 to 79. 

Murder Pure and Simple. 

“This is not merely race suicide—it 
is murder pure and simple—and there 
should be some wae of punishing a 
community that would permit it. 

“The death rate from degeneratiye 
diseases, especially those of the heart, 
blood vessels and kidneys, has in- 
creased steadily throughout the coun- 
try and the doctors will tell you that 
fully 60 per cent of these deaths couid 
be prevented or postponed for many 
years if the diseases were detected and 
taken in time. The way to detect 
them before tney are too firmly seated 
to respond to medical skil] is that 
each individual should go to his doc- 
tor for health examination at reason- 
able intervals. This ig a simple and 
sane proposition. 

“It is one of the absurdities of our 
civilization that we insist upon keep- 
ing away from the doctor until disease 
has developed to a point where it can 
not be checked. 

“If the newspapers, the clergymen, 
Our schools and other educationa] fac- 
tors would preach the wisdom of this 
practice, the increase in the death rate 
from these degenerative diseases would 
not only be checked, but the death 
rate could be reduced with a very few 
years. They have increased since 1880 
in Chicago 159 per cent; in New Jerse. 
119 per cent, and in New Orleans 169 
per cent. 

“The general outiook, however, is 
very encouraging, the public is hbe- 
coming more and more interested upon 
this subject of life conservation, and 
the efficiency of the public health ser- 
vice is being constantly increased. 

“The Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety ts interested in this question, not 
alone because a low death rate wil! 
operate to reduce the cost of life-in- 
surance to its policyholders, but from 
the humane point of view. We look 
upon it ag a duty to use our influence 
to assist in the great nation-wide

Washington, April %.—Further leg- 
islation to protect waterways against 
railway competition; to establish 
amicable relations between the two 
and to promote federal co-operation 
with local interests in construction of 
canals are urged in the first report of 
the national waterways commission 
made public today. 

The report declares that the federal 
gxovernment within the comparatively 
near future must inevitably assume 
control of some § features water 
power regulation.

Erie when $10,000,000 cash and $5,000,-

SEASONS TO OPEN 


IN FIVE LEAGUES 


Baseball in Full Blast by End 
of Week, 


Seven Changes in Management 
in the Two Major Leagues. 
President Lynch Optimistic 
Over the Sezson’s Outlook. 
Minors Also Open Soon. 


New York, April 7.—The American 
and National Leagues, the American 
Association and the Cotton States and 
Southern Leagues start the baseball 
Season this week. 

This virtually means the beginning 
of the annual six months’ period, dur- 
ing which this year moreethan 300 
recognized clubs of professional play- 
ers will battle in almost as many cit- 
ies throughout the country for pen- 
nant honors in nearly two score or- 
ganized leagues. 

In the west the Pacific Coast League 
has stolen its usual march on the other 
baseball sections by already “getting 
into the game,” but by Wednesday the 
“fans” of the middle west will start 
“rooting” for their favorites in the 
American Associaton circuit, and on 
Thursday, the opening day, enthus- 
iasm will have spread to the Atlanti: 
coast, reaching a dlimax in eight of 


}the major league cilties. 


In quick order follow all of the mi- 
nors—a long list of them—unti! by 
the first of June all the forces which 
organized baseball can command will 
be in the field for a season which is 
hailed in all quarters as promising a 
greater and broader development of 
-the national game than ever. 

Vets Retained. 


Although the big leagues retain 
most of the veteran players and the 
younger idols of last season, the 
change in managements which seven 
of the clubs undergo this year is the 
greatest shake-up pf the kind within 
memory. 

The American League has five such 
changes, Clark Griffith has left Cin- 
cinnati and taken charge of the Wash- 
ington team: Harry Wolverton has 
come from the Pacific coast to put 
new life intg the New York High- 
landers; Jake Stahl. the Boston Ameri- 
can first baseman, has come back after 
a year’s retirement to manage the 
team; Harry Davis, the Philadelphia 
Athletics’ famous first sacker, has 
gone to Cleveland to run the club: an 
the @hicago “White Sox” are to be 
generalled by Jimmy Callahan. the 
old-timer whose “come back” last year 
surprised the fans. 

In the National League there are two 
changes in management. Johnny 
Kling, the former star catcher of the 
Chicago Cubs, is promoted to the man- 
agement of Boston after a season's 
work behind the bat there. In Cincin- 
nati there will be the novelty of an 
umpire turning manager, as Hank 
O’Day, a National League arbitrator 
for years, has undertaken to lead the 
“Reds.” 

Lynch Optimistic. 


President Thomas J. Lynch, of the 
National League, is very optimistic 
about the coming season. 

“Tt look for the best season the Na- 

tional League has ever enjoyed,” he 
said. “With so many of the clubs 
strengthened—it should be a Keen race. 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg are sure to have close com- 
petition among themselves, and this 
season Brooklyn, Cincinnati, Boston and 
St. Louls look much stronger than last 
season. And the more teams that fig- 
ure strongly in the race the better the 
;season will be.” 
; Ban Johnson, president of the Amer!t- 
can League, is quoted in a similar vein 
on the prospects of the junior organ!i- 
zation. He predicted that instead of 
there being two prominent contenders 
in the pennant race, as was the case last 
season, there would be five or six in a 
close race this year. 


Opening tn New York. 

New York, April 7.—The local open- 
ing of big league baseball on Thurs- 
day will be a two-game affair with the 
Nationals lined up against their rivals 
in Brooklyn and the Americans against 
the Boston team.

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THE “WATER FURROW;” 
WHAT IS IT FOR? 


late years planting corn and 
cotton in the water-furrow has 
become the fixed practice of many 
farmers. I am inclined. to believe that 
the method is based purely on theory 
and not on careful experiment and the 
teaching of actual results. 

The idea is very plausible and takes 
well when a farmer is in a receptive 
condition and it is duly exposed to 
the infection. Since drought is the 
great evil to which a corn crop is 
exposed, dt does seem reasonable that 
if the seed be planted down in the 
water furrow it will stand a drought 
better. But the defect in the argu- 
ment lies in. tie fact that planting in 
the water-furrow puts the seed in the 
cold, damp, inhospitable subsoil and 
becomes stunted at the start, a la WIl- 
liamson method, The young plants get 
too much moisture in such a location 
at a time when not much is needed, 
and if the spring be wet and cold— 
as the present spring has  been— 
planting in the water furrow is al- 
most out of the question unless time 
be given for the subsoil or water-fur- 
row to dry out. 

Some Lose Water-Furrow. 

But some one says: “1 don't plant 
in the finishing furrow—the last fur- 
row run in bedding up the land. I 
open it up deep and good and put my 
fertilizer in and throw two turnplow 
furrows, and maybe four, then open 
and plant.” : 

Then you don't plant in the water- 
furrow, but do plant over the place 
where the water-furrow was, and you 
have no water-furrow left. You real- 
ly plant on a reversed bed, 

What is a water-furrow for, and 
why is it so called? Il answer 
that this furrow !{s to aid in draining 
the soil forming the seed bed, It is 
for the time being and until the 
spring has advanced toward summer, 
a veritable soil drain and helps to 
prevent water-sogging the soil be- 
tween the water-furrows. It acts in 
a limited degree as does an 
drain. 

Now a good seed bed is held 
most advanceg farmers to be a 
important requisite to a good se 
to a lot of young plantlets, and they 
are slow to forget the comfortable, 
well aerated and sufficiently moist bed 
in which they began life. 

Competitive Test. 

One of the most often repeated ex- 
periments at the Georgia Experiment 
station during my directorship was 
the competitive test of water-furrow 
planting of corn and planted in the 
well harrowed flat, mellow, warm soil 
of the bed. In every test regardless of 
seasons the corn planteg on the beds 
made as much and in most trials more 
than the corn planted in the water- 
furrow. I grant that when planting 
corn very late, as when following a 
small grain crop in June or July, it 
may be advisable to plant in the water- 
furrow. Il have severa)]) times prac- 
ticed it. But 1 would never do it in 
the spring or at the usual time of 
planting the main field crop of corn, 
I tried on a 20-acre cut on my father's 
farm nearly sixty years ago and lost 
several bushels of corn in the yield 
per acre as compared with corn on 
similar land planted on the surface, 
I planted for years in a deep shovel 
furrow run in the broadcast broken 
surface, but after trying planting on 
a bed properly harrowed down and 
the water-furrow left open to serve 
the purpose they were originally de- 
signed to serve, and demonstrating the 
wisdom of the plan by actual competi- 
tive field tests, I do not care to plant 
my corn in a drain-ditch

Anawer—The package referred to 
has not come te hand and I presume 
it went astray in The Constitution of- 
fice. However, it doesn’t matter. The 
“meats” or unground, raw kernel of 
cotton seed contain about one-third 
weight of oil and this ofl has no value 
whatever as a fertilizer. One ton of 
the kernels (or raw “meats’) would 
contain about 90 gallons of oil, worth 
for odd purposes, §4 or $5, but utterly 
worthless as plant food. Use Formula 
No. 2 for cotton, so often published, 
or buy a 10—3-—3 guano, or 9—2.70—- 
2.70, or 8—2.40—2.40, or in same pro- 
portion. ‘ 


FEEDING A HORSE. 

M. O. H., Lucama, N, ©.—Please ad- 
vise me through your paper the most 
economical way to feed a horse, and 
what food is most suitable to keep one 
in good condition while working him 
about two-thirds of the time. I have 
a young horse, four years old, that 
weighs about 930 pounds, and would 
be glad that he wag 100 pounds heav- 
ier. So please advise what food is 
most suitable to keep him in a healthy 
condition while doing light work. 

Answer—To answer your question in 
detail so as to adapt the answer to 
different horses, different speeds at 
work, etc., would require at least a 
smal] pamphiet. In the south oats and 
corn should form the chief grain food 
of horses and mules, varying the rela- 
tive quantities of these two grains ac- 
cording to time of the year. If prac- 
ticable, oats (shelled) should consti- 
tute at least one-third of the ration, 
and one-half would be better = still. 
Bran and shorts are good foods for 
work animals. The amount of food 
per day for a horse or mule at work 
should be about twenty unds for 
each 1,000 pounds live weight—this for 
ordinary work. For heavy work, the 
amount may well be increased to 24 
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pounds per 1,000 pounds live weight, 
of which two-thirds should be grain— 
Say Oats and corn, half and half, or 
brdn and shorts, one-half and corn 
one-half. 

When a horse is idle the grain ra- 
tion should be cut one-half or even 
more. The economical feeding of 
horses isa scientific problem as wel) 
a8 a practical one. A horse should 
always be watered before feeding, 
very little being given after feeding. 
If you want to study thé problem of 
feeding horses and mules, as well as all 
other animals, it would be well to get 
some good work on feeding of animals, 
say “Profitable Stock Feeding,” pub- 
lished by the author, H. R. Smith, Lin- 
coln, Neb., or “Feeds and Feeding,” by 
Dr. W. A. Henry, Madison, Wis. 


ADDING “POTASH” TO 10—3—3. 

Estey Wright, Frolona, Ga.—I have 
some land which is a gray, gravelly 
land; has red clay. The land is rather 
leachy. I wrote to know about the 
Bame land last year for your advice 
and followed it and got mighty good 
results, and am asking you again. I 
am thinking of using a 10—3—3 guano 
and mix with it 20 pounds potash to 
each sack and apply 300 pounds to the 
acre. I get. a large enough result, but 
can’t get much fruit to stay. I have 
some 8 or 9 acres of fresh land I wis 
to put to corn. What guano woul 
be the best? Would it be best to plow 
it deep or not? 

Amawer—I do not see why the addi- 
tion of potash to the 10-—3—3 would 
cause the fruit to stay on any better. 
Deeper preparation and more preg- 
nant culture would probably prove 
more effective. 10—-3—3 is my ideal 
formula for cotton, and 1 advise you 
to stick to it, especially as you have 
got “mighty good results.” By better 
preparation and tillage and more fer- 
tillzer per acre you would probably 
get still better results. 

Apply about 200 wounds per acre 
of a 10—3—-2, or even the 10—3—3 you 
already have to the corn on the fresh 
land. Apply all the guano before 
planting—both corn and cotton—deep 
enough to be beyond the reach of an 
ordinary drouth. 


THE PRICES OF GUANOS. 

DD. cc. F., LaGrange, Ga.—It is sup- 
posed by farmers that all 10—2-—z2 
guano cost the same and contains the 
Same amount of plant food. What 
about it? We have merchants here 
selling different brands of 10—2—2; 
some of them sell Meir goods $2 per 
ton higher than others, claiming it 
contains that much more plant food. 
Now, if we farmers can't find out from 
the analysis stamped on the i sacks 
what the sack contains and what it 
should cost, how are we to know 
what to buy? Now I can buy a 10— 
2——-2 here for $19.50, a 9—3—2 for 
$23.50. How am I to know which to 
buy at these prices’? By answering 
this it will be siiivastated 

Ansawer—<A!) 10-—2—323 guanos, hon- 
estly made and offered for sale at a 
Ziven place ought to cost the same, 
or approximately the same. All guanos 
that contain the same percentages 
each of the same valuable ingredients, 
or plant food elements (avaliable 
phosphoric acid, availabie nitrogen and 
available potash), necessarily contain 
the same amount of plant food. A 
10—2—2 guano contains 10 plus 
2 plus 2, equaling 14 pounds 
of plant food in every 100 
pounds, or 280 pounds in every ton. 
But some guanos are guaranteed to 
contain and actually do contain speci- 
fied percentages Of the three valuable 
elements according to analysis, and 
yet ohne of these elements may be in 
ap unavailable or otherwise undesir- 
able form. For instance the nitrogen 
in one brand of 10—-2—2 (or other 
grade) may be in the form of ground 
up hoof, or horn, or roasted leather 
equally worthless in each case. It is 
the duty and is within the skill of a 
competent chemist to detect such a 
fraud and it is the duty of the com- 
missioner of agriculture to forbid the 
sale of such a guano, 

But it is not probable that there is 
more than a very small percentage of 
actual fraud on the part of manufac- 
turers and dealers. The difference be- 
tween the prices asked -by different 
manufacturers (or dealers) for guanos 
branded with exactly the same analy- 
sis is nearly alwavs the result of dif- 
ferences as to what they should make 
on each ton; and the success of each 
dealer in selling will depend largely 
on the fluency of the selling agent, 
his force of argument. It is probably 
just as with merchants selling dry 
goods, clothing, groceries, mules and 
horses. The proper course for the 
farmer to pursue is to first know just 
what he needs or wants in the way of 
a guano and then buy acid phosphate, 
cotton seed meal (or other ammoniate) 
and some form of potash and do his 
own mixing at home. Let farmers 
club together and buy these ingredi- 
ents by the car load, take samples of 
them according to the method pre- 
scribed by the laws of Georgia, and 
have these samples analyzed by the 
state chemist If there shall be any 
reason to suspect that either one of 
them is below the guaranteed analy- 
sis. The law is amply sufficient to 
protect the farmer if he will take 
proper steps to invoKe the law. Send 
to Commissioner T. G. Hudson for a 
copy of “Serial No, 64.” It tells you 
all about it. There is no need for the 
farmer to remain in ignorance of the 
provisions of the laws passed for his 
protection, 


DYSPEPTIC MARE. 

J. L. B., Reform, Ala.—My mare wil) 
not eat a half feed. Hair seems to be 
dead (can pick it off like you do a hog 
when he has been scalded). Skin seems 
to be very dry, and in places is scaly. 
Haven't found any lice or mites. There 
is no discharge from her nose. She has 
been exposed to bad weather but very 
little; doesn’t cough any. 

Anawer—I think your horse (mare) 
has a form of dyspepsia, or indiges- 
tion, the causes of which are numerous, 
but nearly all are the regult of feed- 
ing improperly. Unaccustomed foods, 
sudden changes in diet, imperfectly 
cured, unripe or damaged foods, are 
all fruitful causes, and so are worms. 
Another cause is bad teeth (or a bad 
tooth). Also, overwork, lack of good 
shelter and bad water are contributary

Try this freatment: ‘Give the 
animal a drench of 1% to 2 pints of 
raw linseed oil. After the oil hag oper- 
ated, prepare and give as follows: Mix 
4 ounces each of powdered copperas 
and saltpetér and divide into 24 pow- 
ders. Boil a handful of flaxseed to a 
pulp in 2 gallons of water, and, while 
hot, pour it over half pail of wheat 
bran and make a mash. When cold, 
put in one of the powders and give to 
the mare. Repeat every night and 
morning for 3 weeks. Provide pure, 
clean water to drink, and only the best 
food—bran, shelled oats, sweet hay, 


| good shelter, clean stall, good groom- 


ing. Watch for evidences of worms 
during the purging, and, if found, de- 
scribe them to me in another letter. 


NOT A GRASS AT ALL. 

Te T. N. Daisy, Concord, Fla.—The 
Plant of which you send a specimen 
does not belong to the grass family, 
but most probably is a species of cy- 
press and close kin to “nut grass’— 
which you know is a great pest where 
it gains a foothold. So-called “grass- 
nut,” also chufa, belong to the same 
family, and probably to the same 
germs. 1 cannot give the species nor 
Ahe germs, because the specimen sent 
is not in flower. If it is inclined to 
spread, especially if it spreads by seeds, 
as well as by its underground nutlets, 
I would take it in hand and destroy it. 
It is not the nut-grass (cypress rotun- 
dus), but is ag ge close of kin, and 
I would not let it spread. 


T. J. C. Bonham, Texas.——Please give 
me some information about a disease 
in cotton called wilt, and also tell me 
what part of the sections of your state 
are the most affected by it. 

Answer—The cotton wilt is one of a 
number of bacterial and fungus diseases 
of the soil which affect quite a number 
of different plants. As intimated, these 
are properly considered as soil diseases 
because the soil becomes more or less 
thoroughly infected with the spares 
and the growth of the fungi or bacteria 
which cauges the disease is communi- 
cated to the plant. Cotton wilt usually 
manifests itself in the plant quite sud- 
denly, causing a plant that is appar- 
ently healthy and vigorous in one 
morning to droop and wilt (hence the 
name) before noon, or within an hour 
or two, usually causing almost immedi- 
ate death as a result of clogging up 
the channels through which the sap 
ascends. The only practical remedy is 
to plant ‘“wilt-resistant” varieties of 
cotton, several of which are claimed to 
be of that character. The disease is 
confined chiefly to the soils of the 
southern half of Georgia—the cor- 
responding sections of other gulf and 
South Atlantic states. 


DE LA BARRA GREETED

Mexico City, April 7.—Francisco De 
La Barra arrived in the capital tonight 
from his special mission abroad. The 
station was crowded for an hour be- 
fore his train—the regular Vera Cruz 
day train to which his special car was 
attached—pulled in. The crowd was 
made up of his personal friends and 
admirers and several! hundred stu- 
dents, the latter carrying Mexican 
flags and headed by a brass band 
The president was represented by sev- 
eral members of his staff, who were 
among the first to greet the ex-presi- 
dent. One of the government automo- 
biles was put at his disposal. 

In reply to an address of welcome by 
a spokesman of the students, Mr, De 
La Barra repeated his declarations 
that his homecoming was devoid of 
political significance and _ that his 
greatest desire was to work for th: 
best good of his country.
